IN FOR A FIGHT. 

_The old seventh district, mother of troubles 
in politics, has taken the bull by the horns 
and drawn the issue squarely, and _ alli- 
ancemen tell me the cue given 
by this district will be taken up 
wherever congressional candidates refuse 
to subscribe to the alliance platform. The 
trouble began in Floyd, they say, because Cor- 
put, who presides over this county alliance, is 
chairman of the state executive committee, 
and it became incumbent on him to open a 
congressional campaign, which will soon spread 
all over the state. . 

CORPUT THE MAN. 

Certain it is that the opening has been made 
and both sides are at work. 

Corput spoke inside the meeting today and 
Clements spoke after isadjourned. 

Meantime the resolution business went on 
briskly and the movement was started for an 
alliance candidate to oppose Clements. Unless 
all signs fail this candidate will be Corput. 

Mr. Everett has been recommended 
by his sub-alliance, but Corput seems to have 
the lead. 
away things appear decidedly mixed. The 
alliancemen appear. terribly in earnest, and 
nothing short of an uneonditional surrender by 
Mr. Clements would have satisfied them. 

IN FAVOR OF CLEMENTS. 

There are, on the other hand, a great many 
who like Clements and heard him gladly. He 
was frequently applauded, and his speech evi- 
dently impressed a great many who had heard 
but one side of the sub-treasury plan. Mr. 
Clements came down loaded, and discussed the 
farmers’ financial policy very much in the same 
matner as one business man would reason with 
another. He contined himself to his text, 
and made no attempt at  oratorical 
display. This is going to be an 
educational campaign. Itis a strange thing 
to see the farmers sitting for two and a half 
hours listening to a general. dissertation on 
political economy, but that they will have. 

Nothing else meets the issue.

THE ISSUE IS DRAWN. 

The issue was drawn by a letter from a com- 
mittee of the Floyd alliance to Mr. Clements, 
asking an unequivocal answer to the demands of 
the order. In his reply, he declined to 
subscribe to the sub-treasury plan and the 
demand for government control of railroads. 
He came here today to be heard on the question 
by the Floyd county alliance. They went on 
and did their work, and heard _ him afterwards. 
He was invited to speak after their secret 
meeting adjourned, and he did so; but in the 
meantime the campaign was started. 

The first thing of importance of the secret 


“mee.ing was President Corput’s speech, which 


was as follows: 
President Corput’s Speech. 

Brethren: This meeting has beencalled by au- 
thority extended me, as county president, under 
section second of article second of the constitu- 
tion governing county alllances. 

It has been called forthe purpose of reviewing 
the political situation ; to pass upon the action of 
our immediate representative in the con- 
gress. of the United States; to re- 
ceive, weigh and digest his reply 
to your resolutions; to council together as to the 
future course we shall pursue in regard to our 
county,congressional and state officers and repre- 
sentatives; to either surrénder our demands, or 
devise means by which they will be recognized ; to 
further cement the bonds that hold us 
together, and for the purpose of a 
more thorough understanding and _ perfect 
organization, so that should we see fit to enforce 
our demands we may, acting as one man, with one 
aim, and one purpose, accomplish, by unity, pluck 
and energy, that which seems to be otherwise 
denied us. 

We have tried reason, have advocated the jus- 
tice of our cause, and have appealed to unbiased 
judgment, but these conservative means have 

ailed, as we have ‘‘asked for bread and a stone 
has been given us.” We have asked for action 
and relief. and advice and promises have been 
“ben us. We must now recognize that the means 
1eretofore employed have been fruitiess and in- 
adequate, and that these are not such as _ will 
cause the average politician to obey the mandates 
of the people. 

‘It is, therefore, for the purpose of discussing the 
most available methods left us that we are gath- 
ered together. Let us counsel wisely, and not 
forget that while we are representatives of the 
forty-odd millions of farmers in the 
United States, men good and true, 
who are fretting under adversa 
legislation, there are other material interests that 
effect all alike, and which demand our most 
serious consideration. Wise business legislation, 
equally distributing the privileges afforded, as 
well as the burdens imposed by the general 
government is needed. Legislation not bred in 
arty caucuses, engendering party strife, and 
gnoring the will of the people, but that which, 
rising above self, the reward of friends, the pun- 
ishment of enemies, or ad saggee of personal or 
political whippers-in, will be conducive of the 
most good to the greatest number. 

We cannot and \jmust not advocate the obliv- 
jon of party lihes, or independent move- 
ments; far should this be from our 
purposes, but recognizing two great political par- 
ties, We should, through party nominations, select 
and endorse men large enough to comprehend 
business policies, strong enough to arise equal to 
the emergency, and fearlessly acknowledge that 
they recognize, first, the God that created the peo- 
ple; secondly, the needs of the sovereign ople 
shat foanded the parties, and thirdly, the political 
pal ties. 

broad enongh! to recognize and endorse 
{when such exists) the merits of measures 
eminating from the opposi 
party, discriminating enough to separate business 
measures from political palictes: and respondin 
Only to the party lash in matters affecting politica 
Supremacy. These qualifications do exist,and men 
can be found who dare assert the right and face the 
jeers and ridicule of those who oppose 
us. Such qualifications do exist, but not in pro- 
fessional political hacks or demagogues. 

It, therefore, behooves you to look well before 
you leap. Having carefully weighed the meas- 
ures you advocated, equally as carefully weigh the 
men you propose jo place on guard to see that 
they materialize. 

Let the democratic alliance of this district (for 
it is democratic) endorse capacity, Sagacity and 
mcasures, and not men, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when all,in and out of the alliance, will ac- 
knowledge that he who guides the plow is ec ually 
capable of successfully shaping the destinies of 
a nation. 

Your action today, my brethren, is one of great 
Moment, not only to you individually, but to 
every alliance man undef the sun, whether he be 
from the east, west, north or our own southland.

After Mr. Clements’s reply to the alliance 
demands had been discussed, the issue took 
shape in resolutions which open the congres- 
sional campaign by setting in motion the 
machinery that seems almost certain to bring 
about the recommendation of Colonel Cagrput 
to the democratic party by the alliance. At 
the primaries he will meet Clements. -The 
following resolutions were passed : 

Resolved, That we approve of and endorse 
President Corput’s message, and adopt the princi- 

les therein enunciated as the sentiments and dec - 
aration of the Floyd County Farmers’ Alliance. 

Resoived, further, That acopy of the same be 
sent for publication to THE ATLANTA CONSTITU-

and that other papers in the district be requested 
to copy the same.” 

Then came another: 

Whereas the Floyd County Alliance {fs largely 
democratic, and proposes to act through the dem- 
ocratic party, therefore, be it 

tesolved, That we respectfully ask the demo- 
cratic executive committee of Floyd county tocall 
aprimary election for ten delegates from each 
militia district in the county, and that these dele- 
gates assemble at the court-house ona day to be 
named, and nominate three representatives to the 
legislature, twelve delegates to the state conven- 
tion, and twelve delegates to the congressional 
convention. 

This is where the proceedings were cut off 
by the committee, which gives: out matter to 
the press, but it was learned from a leading 
allianceman that the body adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting all the county alliances of 
the. seventh district to. select delegates 
to meet in Rome on the 18th of 
June, and select a man who shall be recom- 
mended to the democratic party for nomina- 
tion at its primary. This recommendation 
seems sure to be carried out. There were 
alliance men here today from all the counties 
of the district, and it was in a sense a distric 
meeting. 

“Will the alliance put out a candidate?’ 
Colonel Corput was asked. 

“I suppose it will recommend one to the 
democratic party,’’ said he. 

‘‘And will the other counties follow Floyd’s 
lead ?”’ 

‘‘Oh, yes. There were representatives here 
from every county in the district, except Bar- 
tow. Those alliances have told us to go ahead 
and they wouid back us.”’ 

‘‘I never saw a more harmonious meeting,’’ 
he continued. ‘“‘We had a fine body—over 
two hundred—and they were united. As a 
proposition was put, I asked ‘Is there a man

‘‘Ninety-nine one-hundredths.”’ 

‘‘And how many have you employed ?”’ 

‘Between 1,100 and 1,200. We have about 
the same in all the counties, except Cobb. She 
paid $145 in dues the other day. At ten cents 
a head that represents 1,450 members.”’ 

‘‘That makes for the thirteen counties about 
15,000 yotes?’’ said I. 

‘‘Well, that gives the alliance candidate the 
nomination.”’ 

‘With what we can pick up on the outside, 
it will,’’ said he. ‘‘You would be surprised to 
see the division of ‘sentiment between the mer- 
chants and business men ‘here.’’ 

Then after a pause, he said enthusiastically: 

‘*Think how terribly the alliance is situated. 
We have a congressional committee which has 
access to anything that anybody else can reach. 
There'll be manya ghost dugup that will 
trouble the dreams of the Georgia congress- 
men. We'll show where they are inconsistent.’ 

The Clements Meeting. 

There was a good crowd at the city hall when 
Mr. Clements began, just before 3 o’clock, but 
when he concluded, awhile after 5, some of 
those who lived away ovt ir the country had 
gone. He held his crowd well for a long 
economic discussion, however, in spite of the 
intense heat. After Colonel B.C. Yancey’s 
introduction, Mr. Clements answered the 
charge of delay by showing that he had only 
had the letter in his possession twenty 
days before answering it. 

THE SUB-TREASURY PLAN. 

Then he went into the sub-treasury ques- 
tion. He began by expressing his surprise 
that it should have been so generally stated 
that the government advances money on 
whisky, in bond. ‘It costs twenty-five or 
thirty cents a gallon to make whisky,’’ said 
he, ‘and the government puts on a tax of 
ninety cents. This must be paid before the 
whisky is sold and removed, but if it is not 
sold tle government gives the distiller three 
years to pay this 300 per cent tax.”’ 

COLONEL CORPUT INTERRUPTS. 

Here Colonel! Corput interrupted: 

‘‘Mr. Clements, is that not a loan ?’’ 

“Ttis not. That tax is due when the whisky 
is made.”’ 

“It is not under the law.’’ 

“Must it not be paid before the whisky can 
be withdrawn ?”’ 

‘In that .case it becomes due immediately, 
but if it remains in bond, the tax is not due 
under three years.”’ 

**Suppose the store-house should burn, whose 
loss is it ?’’ 

“If the government had it, it would be the 
government’s loss.”’ 

“What of the bond ?’’ 

‘‘Well, ifa man givesa bond he would be 
responsible.” 

‘*Then the government lends ninety cents to 
that man,’ said Colonel Corput, in a tone of 
triumph, whereat there was applause. 

MR. CLEMENTS RESUMES. 

‘*We are not here for excitement,’’ resumed 
Mr. Clements. ‘‘We are here for facts. Now, 
where does the government give that man one 
cent? If Mr. Corput wants to put up the dis- 
tillery, the government does not build hima 
ware-house. You make a hundred gallons of 
whisky, and you pay the government $90, 
You have turned it over to the government, 
and they allow you to sell it by paying $90. 
have never received a loan from 
the government. 

‘*I am taken totask,’’ he exclaimed, “‘because 
they say our sub-treasury plan is no worse 
than the tariff law; the whisky law; the law 
that gives land to railroads. I ask you 
in the name of God and in 
the name of justice, to give 
me something to vote for which is better than 
those laws. [Great applause.] Mr, Clements 
quoted Dr. Macune’s: testimony before the 
congressional committee to show that in the 
Argentine repyblic, the scrip issued on agri- 
cultural products was- only worth thirty-eight 
cents “on the dollar, Dr. Macune had said, 
when asked why he did not put all agri- 
cultural products in the bill, that 


said Mr. Clements. ‘Look atthe Argentine re- 
public. The proof of the pudding is in the 
chewing of the bag.”’ 

CONTRACTION CAUSES PANICS. 

He said the panic of 1873 was caused by call- 
ing in $500,000,000 of greenbacks. Nothing 
else did it. This flexible currency would be 
contracted every year, and panics would come 
every year instead of every ten years. Again, 
he said, only forty-seven counties in Georgia 
would get sub-treasury ware-houses, and the 
little counties away off, wonld be left off. 
Why this inequality, building the 
rich counties at the expense of the 
poor, and why the inequality which denied the 
eighty per cent advance to hay, which amounts 
to more than the corn crop, or to rye, or to all 
the products of honest labor in the factories or 
the brick-yards. Government ownership of 
land, he said, would involve an expenditure of 

§,000,000,000, ora hundred dollars for every 


| anan, woman and child in the country. He 


knew the people did not want him to vote for 
that. They had sent him to congress two 
years ago committed against any vote to in- 


| crease the burdens of the people. 


THE LARGE ARMY OF OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
This would also involve the employment of 
250,000 officials. What had the Western and 
Atlantic railroad done with its 140 miles, to 
debauch the politicts of the state? Whata 
difference between those times and the times 
since it was taken out of politics. 

In conclusion, Mr. Clements urged them to 
look fora remedy in a removal of the cause, 
and that was to be found in an unequal and 
iniquitous tarriff. It was madness to cure 
one disease by exposing the body to a more 
terrible diseasé, a disorder that would bring 
ruin on the conntry. When the years ran out 
and the advances become due, men like old 
Hutch, with their millions, could: corner the 
corn outside and, by dumping it on the market, 
deyress at the time when the government 
closed out. In this way the corn might 
bring less than the eighty per cent, and so 
the government and the whole _ people 
would lose. To sustain this he showed them, 
in thirty of the last sixty years, the fluctua- 
tion in agricultural staples had been more 
than twenty per cent. 

Mr. Clements was frequently interrupted by 
applause and expressions of approval. 

THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN.

from its body a corresponding secretary, the 
latter to sign documents only. aK gry 

The following resolutions offered by Adolph 
L. Langer, of district No. 1, were unanimous- 
ly adopted : 

Whereas, Among the clearly defined objects of 
the Independent Order B'nai Brith is the admis- 
sion of oe Israelites in the work of promoting 
their highest interests and those of humanity and

Whereas, Through the -philanthropy of Baron 
DeHirsch, a fund has been provided and a com- 
mittee organized, known as the Baron DeHirsch 
fund, among whose functions are the securing 
employment for Jewish immigrants, encouraging 
the establishment of schools and other agencies 
intended to improve them in skill and adaptabil- 
ity for labor. 

Resolved, That for the purpose of more effectu- 
ally promoting these objects, and to carry into 
practical effect the recommendations in the presi- 
dent’s message, relating to the amelioration of the 
condition of Russian and other Jewish immi- 

rants, the executive committee be, and they are 

ereby authorized, to communicate with the direc- 
tors of the Baron DeHirsch fund, and with such 
other bodies and associations as may be organized 
for similar objects, and to co-operate with-them 
in this philanthropic work. 

Resolved, That this convention of the grand 
lodge appoint a. commission to consist of one 
meinber from each district, who shall have power 
to select such aids or assistance as he may deem 
neceessary or propes, whose duty it shall be toen- 
force such instructions as the executive commit- 
tee may from time <o time direct for the purposes 
of assimilating the foreign element to our Ameri- 
can Civilization, of educating them and of help- 
ing them to self-support and independence,

Detroit, June 4.—A Free Press special 
from Caro, Mich., says: AtT7 o’clock last even- 
ing four farmers were struck by lightning, four 
miles west of here—T. N. Taggett, Edward 
Goodchild, William Holmes and Matt Ringle. 
They were onenged in performing an opera 
tion on ayoung horse. A thunder storm came 
up suddenly and a bolt of lightning strack in 
the midst of the men. As Mrs. Taggett looked 
from the door she saw the forms of the four 
seemingly lifeless men upen the ground. Good- 
child and Holmes were d when assistance 
arrived, although no marks or traces of the 
eurrent could be found upon their persgns. 
Mr. Goodchild is a farmer, thirty-seven years 
of age and has a family of five children; Mr. 
Holmes, thirty-one years of age and unmarried 
Ringle and Taggett are recoverimg. It was 
one of the worst electrical storms ever expe- 
rienced in this section.

MR. CLEMENTS, OF GEORGIA. 

Of the entire southern delegation in con- 
gress, there isnot a single man more promi- 
nent than Mr. Clements, of Rome. No man 
in congress has made a_ better reputation for 
hard work that tells than he. His position is 
among the few leading men of the house. The 
fact, alone, that he has served on the appro- 
priations committee for two congresses, shows 
that he isa man of marked ability and learn- 
ing, for a place on that committee is equal toa 
chairmanship, and no man is put on that com- 
mittee on account of long service.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 4.-—[Special.]— 
Milledgevilie’s tolid and substantial growth 
continues, and something new in the line of 
enterprise and thrift turns up every day. Her 
prosperity forfour years has been so marked 
that nothing checks her march, and the force 
of motion keps her moving onward. The best 
proofs of her prosperity is found in the splen- 
did results of the enterprises established here 
recently. The dummy line has eclipsed the 
wildest dreams of her most enthusiastic eo 
ets, and is making big money every day. The 
stock is held at high figures, while a dividend 
of ten per cent is a certainty for July. : 

Ata recent meeting of the Oil and Fertilizer 
company, the profits of last season enabled 
them them to give a dividend of twenty-two 
andahalf percent. The dividend, though, 
was added to the capital stock by most of the 
stockholders, and the capacity of the mill will 
be doubled at once for the next season. 

The electric light company is wild over the 
success of that enterprise, and has ordered a 
new dynamo with double the capacity of that 
used at present. 

The ice factory people are taxed above their 
capacity tosupply the demand made upon 
them, and it is more than probable that their 
capacity will be doubled at an early day.

State if insured. In what companiesand for 
what amounts, 

State if eyesight and hearing is good or de- 
fective, and how ? 

State experience (if any) in railroad service, 
other than this road, giving capacity of service, 
time, and with what road ? 

State if discharged from service, as above, 
cause, and from what road ? 

State where last employed, capacity, time, 
and cause for leaving ? 

Were you ever employed by this road,when, 
and in what capacity ? 

Were you ever discharged from this road, 
for what cause, and when ? 

Will you abstain from the use of intoxicat- 
ing drinks while in the service of this com- 
pany ? 

Will you keep away from places where it is 
sold, and lend your influence to help others do 
the same? 

Are you now, or have you at any time been 
disabled from any cause ? 

Among other things the employes claim 
that in instituting this measure the road is 
simply — them to sign away personal 
privileges and this, they say, they wont do. 

In requesting them to keep away from 
places where liquor is sold and asking them to 
try to influence others to do the same, the 
employes say, the road is trying to exert a 
power altogether unwarranted. 

By this, they say, they will be forced to dis- 
continue trading at certain points where they 
are now buying, and where their name is 
established, simply because the proprietors 
choose to sell whiskey. It is not probable, 
however, that it was the intention of the road 
to carry this out to the letter, for the employes 
would be allowed to answer the questions just 
as they pleased. 

“It is altogether an unnecessary and arbi- 
trary measure,’’ said one of the brotherhood 
men to today, ‘‘and the engineers, at least, do 
not propose to submit to it.”’ 

Another stated that it meant either a back- 
down on the part of the railroad or a strike. 
The men unanimously consider it a step at 
hampering their personal privileges, and are 
warm in their denunciation of it. 

The railroad claims that it is simply what is 
being done on other roads, and is devised for 
the benfit or both road and employes. By thus 
having a record of each man, they say, they 
can more easily bestow promotion where it is 
most deserved. 

The employes say they do not think it would 
benefit them on this line. 

There is considerable interest being mani- 
fested here, but nothing can be surmised, as 
the committee in Savannah has not been 
heard from. 

The trouble extends all over the Central 
system, and if a strike is the result, the effect 
will be feltin Georgia, Alabama and South 
Carolina.

WasuincTon, June 4.—A delegation of 
about ane hundred importers from New York 
city appeared today before the senate commit- 
tee on finance to protest against the passage of 
the McKinley tariff bill. The committee ad- 
journed, owing to the throng, to the senate re- 
ception room, which was crowded. All mem- 
bers of the committee, save Chairman Morrill, 


were present at 11 o’clock, and Senator se 


man presided, 
_J.M. Constable, of Arnold, Constable & Co., 
was the chief speaker for the delegation. He 
resented a formal protest of the importers of 
‘aw York. Mr. Constable said it was not 
true, as had been stated in the press, that they 
were all from New York. Theycame from all 
important centers in this country—New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston and Cineinnati. 
The importers protested against the bill be- 
cause they believed it would legislate in favor 
of one class against another class; for the ben- 
efit of manufacturers against importers; also 
because it will work against the poor men of 
this country. If the McKinley bill went into 
operation a great many importers would 
have to retire from business. A speaker 
at the Home Market club had said he was in 
favorof giving the greatest benefit to the 
greatest number of people. He hoped the 
committee believed in that; and if so, this bill 
would never become a law. He then intro- 
duced Henry W. Curtis, representing the silk 
and velvet interests, who announced himself 
as a protectionist republican. The silk com- 
mission houses, he said, were more largely in- 
terested in domestic silks than in the foreign 
article. Their money was in domestic mills, 
and, including importing and manufacturing 
importers of New York, represented £500,000, - 
000 of capital. The MeKiniey bill bore the 
hardest upon people who could afferd it the 
least, those using cheapest silks. ‘‘As you go 
up im value,’’ said the witness, ‘‘you go down 
induty. The duty on ordinary gros-grain silk, 
costing fifty to sixty cents a yard, was nincty 
per cent, and on the same article costing $1.20 
duty and sixty-five per cent. Moreover, the 
McKinley administrative bill would increase 
thé duty on silks and satins all along the line 
about five per cent, because of the duty placed 
on packages and cartons. He took up the 
matter of ribbons, and showed that the duty on 
these also diminished as they rose in value.” 

Senator Voorhees—What reasons of ttade 
are there requiring that cheaper grades of silk 
shall pay a higher duty than more costly 
grades? = 

Mr. Curtis—That is a stunner to us. 
{Laughter.} The American Silk association 
and treasury department, he asserted, were in 
favor of !eaving the duty where it was, at fifty 
percent. Fhe domestic mills had thriven on 
that rate of duty. He should say, most 
decided!y, that there was enough protection at 
present. As a protectionist, he would not have 
the duty any Jess, but “‘let us,’’ said he, ‘‘stand 
at fifty per cent; that is as much as the Ameri- 
can Silk association want.” 

Isadore Strauss, representing, he said, nine- 
tenths of the importers of pottery and glass- 
ware of New York, declared it to be untrue 
that the importers were generally free traders. 

They decidedly preferred the present tariff to 
free trade. It was more to their interest, as a 
part of their profit was on the duty. The Mc- 
Kinley bill increased the duty on the poor 
man’s glassware much more than on that of 
the rich man. He exhibited a Bohemian tum- 
bler, costing forty-five cents a dozen laid down 
in New York, duty paid; and then showed a 
domestic article costing twenty-five cents a 
dozen. The present tariff was, therefore, 

wractically prohibitive, and yet it was proposed 
* the McKinley bill to largely increase it. 
The effect of this would be that the price of 
the domestic tumbler would be increased. 

Senator Vance—We hear that higher the 
tax the cheaper the article. , 

Mr. Strauss—All have not been able to find 
it that way. 

Mr. Strauss then showed a sample of a cheap 
vase costing eighty-five cents a dozen whole- 
sale. Under the McKinley bill, it would cost 
$1.72 if the duty were levicd on the net weight 
and $2.50 if on the gross weight—the language 
of the bill being so indefinite-as to leave it in 
doubt-whether the duty would be collected 
according to the net or gross w@ght. Chim- 
neys sold by manufacturers at seV@nteen cents 
a dozen, made all over the country, were ex- 
hibited. No chimneys of this sort had been 
imported for years. They had been run 
out of the market long ago. 
The specific duty on these chimneys, under 
the McKinley bill, was thirty cents, not gount- 
ing the duty on packages, etc. Common lamp 
shades cost sixty cents a dozen at present; 
under the McKinley bill they would have to 
be sold for $1.25. Very few of them were made 
in this country, most of them coming from 
Silesia. Some common dinner-plates, made in 
‘Trenton, and selling for fifty cents a dozen 
were shown. The same plates could not be 
imported today for less than sixty-five cents. 
He was, besides being an importer, a manu- 
facturer of fine glass-ware. Very little of it 
was manufactured when the last tariff 
bill was passed. The duty was forty-five 
cents, and there was practically no importation 
now. The proposed duty was ninety per cent. 
He would nndertake to manufacture and 
keep out all importations without any duty 
whatever, if given free raw material. 

Senator Sherman having asked about the 
existence of a trustin the pottery trade, Mr. 
Strauss declared that the trust was in full ope- 
ration in yellow ware and cheap stuff, which 
was not imported at all, and rather distinctly 
intimated the belief that there was a trust, 
either actively in existence or else in contem- 
plation, in the higher grades of pottery and in 
glassware. 

Senater Sherman asked if the reduction in 
the price of glassware during the last ten years 

vas not the result of domestic competition. 

Mr. Strauss thought that the cause was 
competition all over the world and great 
strides in the knowledge of the art, combined 
with the use of natural gas. 

Louis Windmuller speaking for the raw wool 
industry said that the McKinley bill proposed 
to raise the duty on wool worth twelve cents or 
less from twenty-four to thirty-two per cent, 
and on higher grades from thirty te fifty per 
cent. The only effect of increasing the duty 
on lower grades of coarse carpet wool would 


be to increase the price. No matter how much . 


the duty was,|/the American wool-grower would 
not raise these coarse carpet wools, because it 
would not be to his interest. Most of this 
¢oarse wool came from the plains of Asia where 
Civilization was at a low state. He also pro- 
tested against raising the duty on camels hair 
and ostrich feathers—neither camels nor os- 
riches being raised here. 

After hearing one or two more importers 
the ocmmittee took a recess. 

At the afternoon session of the committee 
Mr. Daniel McKeever protested against the 
inc foased duties on coat linings, plushes and 
astfachan cloth;-P. B. Worrall against the 
increase on cotton velvets; Mr. Carlisle, of 
New York, against the linen schedule, and 
Maurice Lowe against the increase on hosiery 
and underwear; D. A. Van Horne spoke 
against any increase of duty on glass; A. H. 
Sexton, representing the wholesale hardware 
association, against the proposed increase on 
cutlery; Mr. Gibb, against the lace duty; B. 
Biumenthal, against the line rate of duty on 
buttons as deceptive; Charles P. McClellan, 
against the duty on corsets; Mr. Richards, on 

_deaids; Mr. Thomas, on tobacco: Mr. Mims, 
grocers’ supplies; J. W. Riglander, on spec 
ties: J. LL. McCade, on wood pulp: J 
#letcher, on shawls; 8S. F. Fox, on hops.

At the conelusion of the hearing, Mr. Con- 
stable thanked the committee for its attention 
and consideration, and expressed his earnest 
hope that it would do something to settle prop- 
erly the tariff question which was now being 
agitated to.the detriment of the business in- 
terests of the whole country. 

Senator Sherman responded for the commit- 
tee, saying it had heard the speakers with 
great interest, and would give due considera- 
bon to all that had been said.

The printed protest offered by Mr. Constable 
is signed by 455 mereantile firms of New York 
city. It embodies seventy pages of argumenta- 
tive reports of the sub-committee, representing 
various branches of trade, and concludes by 
saving that in view of these reports and many 
others of like tenor, the memorialists respect- 
fully protest against the enactment of the 
pending bil! for the following reasons: 

1.—it was wholly unnecessary. Every adminis- 
tration. from Grant to Cleveland, inclusive,recom- 
mended a reduction of “the war ‘tariff,’ the 
country no longer needing revenue from such un- 
called for and unjust taxation. At the last presi- 
dential election the platform. of both parties 
favored a reyisidn of the tariff. Neither platform 
hinted at an increase of the duties. Many republi- 
cans, believing in the intelligence of their party, 
and in the integrity and patriotism of its leaders, 
preferred not to allow their opponents to reform 
the tariff, and the result was the election of a re- 
yubhican president and house of representatives. 

jut it is evident that congress has mistaken the 

sense of the people in regard to the tariff, or such 
uncalled for and reactionary legislation would not 
be contemplated, 

2. It does not accomplish its purposes. The 
prosperity of an industry does not depend upon 
the rate of duty. For instance, watches enjoy the 
very moderate rate of twenty-five percent and 
often two-thirds of all the watches made in this 
country are exported, while woolen manufactur- 
ing interests, witha duty varying from seventy- 
five per cent to 125 per cent, are languishing. In- 
telligent observers aasert that that branch of in- 
dustry would be matemally benefited by allowing 
woo! to come in free of duty. 

3. Itis unjust. The provisions of the McKinley 
bill directly discriminate in favor of the ric 
against the poor classes. This is apparent in al- 
most every sehedule. Take for instance low- 
priced dress goods. ‘The proposed duty is 150 per 
cent and cheaper grades of hosiery would pay 
about double the present rates. The farmer and 
workingman would be heavily taxed for the benefit 
of comparatively few manufacturers who produce 
more goods thanthis country can consume, but 
not cheaply enough to sell to other countries. 

4. It handicaps our trade. Not long ago a South

Hampered as 
we are by vicious tariff laws, we are unable to sell 
to these neighbors. Nor could it be accomplished 
even by subsidizing lines of steamers, the very 
absence of our-fiag from the high seas being due 
to the operation of the so-called “protective 
policy.” 

5. It retards the progress of the nation, the wel- 
fare of the whole country, and the permanent good 
of the manufacturers themselves requires a re 
duction rather than an increase of tariff duties. 
It is not a contest between merehants and manu- 
facturers, but one between monopolies and the 
people. Make raw materials free and gradually 
reduce the duties on manufactured products and 
our manufacturers, with their ac dogger machin- 
ery and skilled and intelligent labor, could under- 
sell Europe. 

6. We also beg respectfully tocall your attention 
to the very extreme advance in rates of duties on 
all imports, provided for by the administrative bill, 
as inthe reimposition of duties on cases and 
cartoons, coverings and charges, in some instances 
an increase of eighty per cent over existing rates.

Dr. Baird, of the Roard of Health, Gives 
Some Pointers About the Matter—A 
Necessary Evil. 


The matter of laying the sewer along W hite 
hall street is being widely discussed. 

Many are of the dpinion that the work, 
though an improvement to be desired, will be 
attended with serious disadvantages, and there 
is great objection expressed to excavating 
earth to lay sewers at this season of the year 
for the reason that it is net good for the city’s 
health. : ) 

A strong sentiment is felt against the work. 

Dr. A. B. Baird, president of the board of 
health, was asked yesterday about the situa- 
tion of affairs, and to what extent the danger 
of sickness existed as an outcome of this exca- 
vation of undersoil. 

DR. BAIRD TALKS. 

Dr. Baird said: 

**Well, I am inclined to think the editorial 
in today’s CONSTITUTION may cause unneces- 
Sary anxiety, and as to the argument of 
putting the work off until winter, it 
would be utterly impossible to doit. It would 
of course be betterif it could be done, but it

that there is a vast difference between our

“Furthermore, the arguments that have 
been advanced against this work, carried to 
their logical conclusion, would prohibit all 
improvements involving upturning of the soil 
in summer. Private, as well as public work, 
of this kind, to be consistent, would have 
to be placed under the same 
ban, and the result would 
the practical suspension of building operations 
within the city during a considerable part of 
every year. As an example, compare the 
Whitehall street sewer with the excavation 
for the Kiser building, at the corner of Pryor 
and Hunter streets. 

‘Here we find 13,000 square feet of earth 
ploughed over, with an exposure lasting at 
least thirty days. Thus making 390,000 
square feet of * undersoil turned over. 
This being hauied off and spread out covers 
approximately 60,000 square feet, which aggre- 
gates an exposure in one building operation of 
450,000 square feet, or about that, which is 
more than all the sewer laying would amount 
to in one year.”’ 

‘‘How many square feet did the Whitehall 
sewer laying expose ?’’ was asked. 

“Only about 4,000 square feet, which makes 
the matter rest thus: Ifit is an evil to lay 
sewers in summer it is hundreds of times 
worse to let building operations goon from 
day to day.”’

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The Republican Policy. 

There is a systematic effort on the part of 
the republicans in the house to keep the doors 
locked against every democrat who knocks 
for admission, whether he has a through 
ticket or not; and if he manages to gain an 
entrance, and with the warrant of his people 
in his pocket, takes his seat inthe assembly, 
a conspiracy is immediately formed to turn 
him out. ‘The odds are against him, and he 
has to fight to the bitter end the organized 
tyranny which seeks to deprive him of his 
rights. 

‘The McDuffie-Turpin contested election 
case from Alabama is a sample of the man- 
ner in which the republicans are trying to 
run the house. They have taken the stand 
that where a democrat is elected to a seat in 
the councils of the nation such election was 
secured through the suppression of the re- 
publican vote, and the most overwhelming 
evidence of the legality of his claim is in- 
sufficient to convince them while a republican 
contestant is on the ground. 

In his defense of Mr. Turpin’s right to re- 
tain the seat he now occupies in the house, 
Mr. Crisp. scored the republicans in lively 
fashion and administered a severe rebuke to

The Miller-Elliott contested election case 
from South Carolina is another instance of 
the organized tyranny and determination of 
the republicans to contro] at all hazards; in 
this case the broad assertion was made that 
the election laws of South Carolina are vio- 
lative of the constitution of that state; fail- 
ing to carry their point in this, as a last re- 
sort, they declare that Elliott could not and 
did not receive a sufficient number of votes 
to elect him! 

it is a question how long these high-handed 
and unjust methods will be pursued by the 
republicans; the shame ef the thing is enough 
to overwhelm them; but Dictator Reed and 
his henchmen are proof against shame; they 
are for the party first, last and all the time, 
and for all they care, the people can take 
the advice of the late Mr. Vanderbilt and be 
as comfortable as they ‘can during the hot 
weather.

The Harvard Savages. 

Not so very long ago, President Eliot, of 
Flarvard college, made some remarks about 
newspaper reporters that were not very well 
received by the profession. He said, among 
other things, that reporters were not gentle- 
men, and that they were not -trustworthy. 
He made an invidious comparison between 
the average reporter and the college student. 
For this he was very promptly taken to task 
by the newspapers. Some exceedingly hot 
comments were the result, and the president 
of Harvard finally disposed of the matter by 
remarking that his language was interpreted 
in too literal a fashion, or words to that ef 
feet. But there is no doubt that he attacked 
the character of reporters, 

‘The matter is interesting now for the rea- 
eon that the words of Harvard’s president 
are coming home to roost with a tremendous 
flutter and cackle. The slandered reporters 
may well rise and inquire whether President 
Eliot is training the students of Harvard to 
be gentlemen or ruflians—whether the learn- 
ing they are supposed to imbibe at Harvard 
is not completely offset by the training they 
get as toughs, tipplers and law-breakers.

in vogue at Harvard.

They entered their magnificent 
memorial and deliberately ruined its far- 
famed mosaics; and they committed other 
excesses which the ‘‘ungentlemanly’’ re- 
porters, out of consideration for their readers, 
have refrained from printing. 

It must have been a very beautiful spec- 
tacle—these educated young savages and 
ruffians going about on Sunday- morning de- 
facing, disfiguring and destroying.

The Railroad Inquisition. 


The railroads in this state belonging to 
the Terminal system, and some that are not 
in the system, have inaugurated a plan of 
dealing with their men that -will cause a 
great deal of trouble and bitterness, It is 
what is termed a record of the men, it being 
a series of questions, to the number of 
twenty-five, covering every point from his 
birth to his death. It is the essence of 
paternalism, without any dilution. It de- 
stroys completely the individuality of the 
employe and makes him a machine. It is 
foolish to ply these questions to men who 
seek a job on the roads. It is the highest 
folly to require men who have grown gray 
in the service of the roads to sign such 
questions. It will destroy the esprit de 
corps of the men and make them lose in- 
terest in their work. It gives them the idea 
that undue advantage is being taken of 
them, whether the managers of the road 
intend it or not. It can in no way be con 
sidered as benefiting the men. 

Railroad men have a regular trade, and 
they have to be skilled to be useful. Sup- 
pose a man makes application for a place, 
and he is met with this question: 

‘Do you know that some of the bridges, 
including highway bridges and tunnels, on 
this read will not clear a man standing ona 
box-car, and also that it is dangerous to 
climb up the side of a box-car, by the regu- 
lar ladder or otherwise, while the trains are 
moving?”’ 

How can he answer this general question 
truthfully if he has never run on the road? 
Are we to understand that every railroad 
has death-traps that are likely to catch 
men, and that an affirmative answer to 
this question is to be used as evidence, 
in case the employe is injured, to show that 
he had knowledge of the particular place at 
which he was injured? We canseeno other 
reason for the question, and such use is an 
undue advantage of the man that will not be 
tolerated in a civilized community. This is 
but a sample of the inquisition proposed, but 
it is enough to show the character of the 
work, 

Take another question: ‘‘If insured, in 
what company, and what amount?’ Why 
should a laboring man be required to give 
such information? What good results from 
it, and for whose benefit is the question 
asked? Wethink the men who got up this 
new fangled inquisitorial plan could be better 
employed in trying to reduce the number of 
death-traps on their lines, and in bringing 
about a better feeling between the men and 
the roads. Such movements are not only 
obnoxious to fairness, but it shows that the 
main requisite is wanting that should exist 
between the employe‘and employer. 

A railroad manage? who fails to look after 
the good of his men, will not have that 
hearty co-operation that is necessary for suc- 
cess. <A willing man who is not suspicious 
of his employer is worth a half dozen men 
who make a record en paper to geta job, and 
who will violate all rules if not under your 
eye. Wedonot know who inspired this 
plan, but we know one thing, it will not 
work in Georgia, and: the sooner the railroad 
managers find it out the better. 

We have never hesitated to defend the rail- 
roads and their managers when unjustly as- 
sailed, nor have we failed to criticise their 
conduct when we think they act unjustly. 
We most assuredly think this new plan un- 
just and unnecessary.

Give the Enumerators a Chanee. 

In New York last Monday, one of the cen- 
sus enumerators got into a difficulty as soon 
as he began his work. He put some ques- 
tions to a saloon-keeper named Smith, who 
was in a mood to resent the matter. The 
enumerator tried to explain his business, and 
would probably have succeeded but for the 
fact that Mrs. Smith appeared on the scene. 

That worthy woman had her back hair 
down and her bristles up, and she pitched 
into the enumerator with ten finger-nails and 
one sharp tongue. Then Smith came to her 
aid with a handful of empty beer bottles, 
and the enumerator was compelled to flee. 
He was pursued down the street by a howl- 
ing mob and was finally rescued by a police- 
man. The Smiths have only succeeded in 
getting themselves into trouble. They have 


not only got their names in the newspapers, - 


but they will figure in the court dockets, and 
Mr. Smith will have to go into his money 
till for the wherewithal to appease the out- 
raged feelings of the government. 

The Star says that the row which Smith 
caused was dtie to the advice the newspa- 
pers have given in regard to certain unnec- 
essary, and illegal questions; but Mrs. Smith 
says that the whole trouble.grew out of the 
fact that Smith and the enumerator had had 
a fuss previously. This is undoubtedly the 
cause of the riot. People who read the news- 
papers at all, are not likely to misunderstand 
what has been said about the illegal ques- 
tions; those who do not read the papers had 
just as soon answer one question as another. 

As we have said before, there is no need 
of haggling or quarreling with the enumer- 
ators. They have their duties to perform; 


they are going about the business of the 
public, and it isa business in which all thé | 
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have received instructions simply to note a— 


refusal to answer when the obnoxious ques- 
tions are objected to. The republicans 
would be very glad to see any number of 
white people at the south left out of the 
census returns. For that reason the census 
enumerators should be aided in their work 
by everybody. 

It is especially necessary that there should 
be a complete census of Atlanta, but, owing 
to the shortness of the time allowed, that 
will be impossible if the people place ob- 
structions in the way of the enumerators. 


The Outlook for Iron. 

In an article on the future of the iron 
trade, the Tradesman has some encourag- 
ing words for the business in the south. 
The statement has been made that the 


United States has nearly reached the limit 


of safety in iron production, but this is de- 
nied, and there seems to be nothing in the 
past history of the iron market on which to 
base such a conclusion. 

The activity in railroad building in Geor- 
gia, to which we have frequently referred, is 
only asample of the work which is being 
done in other states. Throughout the union 
new lines of rail are following each other in 
rapid succession, and there is a growing de- 
mand for iron which will keep the furnaces 
in blast and the producers busy. 

It is figured that our railways require at 
least 1,000,000 tons of steel rails a year for 
renewals and about a quarter of a million 
tons for fixtures. At least 6,500 miles of 
rail are laid a year, requiring 600,000 tons 
of rails and fixtures. The keeping up of 
old bridges and the building of new ones re- 
quire a half million tons, and rolling stock 
is figured at 300,000 tons annually, which 
would make a total of 2,400,000 for this one 
department. 

And it is the opinion of the Tradesman 
that the demand will grow for a century. 
The iron steamship trade is depended on to 
consume a large quantity of iron and steel. 
Indeed, it is said that it now requires 
1,000,000 tons yearly, and this demand will 
be largely increased in the future. 


Altogether, the outlook for the iron market 


is hopeful, and in the prosperity which may 
come to it the south will have a large share. 
Journals devoted to the iron interest now 
refer to the south as ‘‘that great iron-pro- 
ducing center.’’ This is the reputation she 
has gained and will sustain in the future. 


Good Advice. 

A representative of the New York Herald, 
who has been traveling through some of the 
‘‘boom’’ sections of the south, reports 
that everything is not as lovely as it might 
be. He has found, indeed, that portions of 
the south are having an experience similar 
to that of the north and west. The ‘gentle- 
manly ‘‘promoter’’ is to be found here and 
there, and the esteemed ‘‘syndicate”’ that is 
not as much of a syndicate as it might be 
supposed to be. 

In other words, the Herald has discovered 
that some of the parasites that hang on the 
edges of all movements in the direction of 
industrial development are to be found in 
portions of the south. The ‘‘promoter’’ is 
not a necessary, but he seems to be an in- 
evitable accompaniment of development. 
He is well known all over the country, and 
it is nothing to the discredit of the south 
that he is to be found here. This the Herald 
is very careful to explain, and the advice 
that it gives is worth listening to. Alluding 
to his presence in Kentucky, the Herald 
says: 

Kentucky must beware of him. It can offer 
plenty of paying investments, but it cannot afford 
to encourage any project which is likely to destroy 
confidence and make capital timid. A boom isfor 
a time stimulating and exciting, but burned fin- 
gers seldom catch hold of a hot poker a second 
time. Money lost bysmisrepresentation does not 
encourage investments. The south has too many 
safe opportunities to dally with those that are 
unsafe, Northern capital is eager to plant itself 
in that partof the ceuntry, but it wants a clear 
title as well as alluring prospects. 

Kentucky, a8 our correspondent stoutly affirms, 
is full of coal and iron, and has large tracts of 
heavily timbered land. Money can be made there 
in abundance. But if the property thrown on the 
market has so intricate a title that the purchaser 
is likely to find himself involved in costly litiga- 
tion, honest speculation is checked, and harum- 
scarum investments will end in disaster. 

The promoter is there in force. His word isn’t 
worth taking, and his bond is no better than his 
word. 

Ruy as much land in Kentucky as you will, but 
personally inspect it, have it properly surveyed, 
and see that the title is carefully looked up and 
secured. 

There is no reason why millions shouldn’t flow 
into the south. The valiant enterprise, the new 
life, the rich land, command the confidence of the 
whole country: Money placed there under proper 
restrictions is sure to pay handsomely. 

That is why we offer a word of advice and warn- 
ing. The south can well afford to be extremely 
conservative, because when a man has really valu- 
able goods in stock, it pays to discipline any at- 
tempt to misrepresent his wares. When you have 
plenty of rare old wine it is poor policy to 
water it. : 3 eg 

Well, the south is not responsible for the 
‘‘promoter,’’ and whoever is deceived by him 
has only himself to blame. The field ‘for 
investment here is large and inviting, and 


there is no reason why capital should: make | 


a mistake. Those who have money ta’place 
here can make: the ‘‘promoter’’ miserable 
and render his. business unprofitable by 
making a personal éxatmination. Money 
need not_be lost by misrepresentation. The 
south is not so far out of the world that the 
investors have no opportunityo inspect their 
investments. 


Evils of the Law’s Delay. 

Is it any wonder that the white men of 
the south sometimes take the law in their 
own hands and avenge the outrages which 
are committed upon innocence and respecta- 
bility by savage brutes? Is it any wonder, 
in extreme cases, that a rope becomes a 
remedy where the law affords hope of ‘none, 
with its long commitments, its tedious pro- 
cesses and its convenient loop-holes through 
which criminals .escape and often obtain a 
new lease of life, to beccome a standing 
menace to the peace and security of south- 
ern homes? 

Is it any wonder that the blood in the 
veins of southern men boils and burns to 
white heat when an outrage like that in 
Gwinnett county is perpetrated, and would 
the people in any part of this country, if 
such an outrage had been committed in 
their sight, have taken the high moral 
ground of loyalty to the law and conformed 
themselves to it with meek submission? 

Near Suwanee, in this state, three negro 
men entered the home of an unprotected 
and defenseless woman and, after ransack- 
ing the house, dragged her, with a helpless

might have been wreaked upon them if they 
‘had been discovered—a vengeance the just- 


This is only a sample of similar crimes 
which are being perpetrated in different sec- 
tions of the south, and, in the words of an 
indignant correspondent, the extent to which 
the perpetrators remain undiscovered and go 
unpunished is a disgrace to ®ur civilization 
and a refiection upon our local government. 

The country districts are not sufficiently 
protected, but protection can be given them 
by the state in the offering of large rewards 
for the apprehension of criminals who are 
guilty of the worst crimes on the calendar. 
No stone should be left unturned, and 
there should be no place so secret but that 
the officers of the law could penetrate its 
fastnesses and bring to justice these human 
brutes, who so often laugh in the face of the 
law, with souls as black as their hands .are 
bloody. 

Lynch ‘law’ is not often resorted to in 
the south now; but when the newspapers 
do chronicle a lynching, nine times out of 
ten the law itself is responsible for it. This 
is the verdict of the people.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


“God Alone Knows Which Side Was Right.” 

Eprrors Constirurion: It was a remarkable 
scene at Gettysburg on the 30th of May. The 
newspapers say that the greater part of the mem- 
bers of congress were present, and the services 
were conducted by the Grand Army posts— with 
profuse strewing of flowers, etc.—and Senator 
Ingalls, the orator. This was all very well.. No, 
body is so selfish as to deny to the living the mea- 
ger privilege of decorating the graves of their 
dead. I should be heartily ashamed of any 
southern man or woman who would refuse this 
small privilege to any northerner in our midst 
and I should as heartily despise any human 
being, high or low, who would dare to smeer at the 
tender devotion of southern men and women 
around the graves of their frave soldiers. 

Twenty-tive vears have dixpelied much of the 
heat and smoke that enveloped this copnt 
during the civil strife. Southern men have learne 
to appreciate the honest convictions of those w 
opposed them, and northern men have learned to 
respect the honest and patriotic heute of those 
who died in defending their native soil and their 
own hearthstones. So great a change on this line 
has beep wrought, that southern men follow 
Genera! Grant to his tomb, and southern women 
shed tears of Joving sympathy at his death.: This 
is emphatically true, in word and in spirit. 

General jrant was the conqueror, in 
one sense, of the south. In is person 
we saw the victorious hero, crowned with bays— 
while we followed as the trophies of his victory, 
in that triumphal chariot procession. 

But I speak advisedly when I say, no southern 
man or woman of average intelligence resents any 
demonstration of respect paid to the memory of 
General Grant. I will gofurther. If the nort is 
too poor to finish and erect a tombtstone over 


southern women will eke out the remainder when- 
ever it becomes a positive necessity, For years 
and years this work has lagged in the hands of 
his own people, and I hazard nothing in saying 
the south stands ever ready to do honor to the 
brave man who took General Lee’s sword 
at Appomattox, and said to the southern army, 
“My honor is pledged to your protection, and the 
safety of those who surrender with you.”

“A war- 
rior’s weapon freed a warrior’s soul,” and brave 
men are ever ready to recognize courage in other 
brave men the world over. 

Compare John J. Ingalls, at Gettysburg, with 
General Grant at Appomattox! What would the 
former not do, if he had the power? If the sena- 
tor is a patriot, nothing will satisfy him but 
blood or a place! He seems to be willing 
to set a torch to the passions of sixty 
millions of people, merely to occupy 
a continued seat in the senate chamber. For a 
dozen years or more he has had opportunity to 
punish the rebels, by legislative methods, yet 
nothing will placate his hate until the southern 
leader’s ashes are raised, that he may spit venom 
upon General Lee’s name and memory.

The argument in the Woolfolk casc was con- 
cluded before the supreme court yesterday. 

Attorney-General Anderson closed the argu- 
ment for the state.

This was construed to mean that Woolfolk 
had one less chance than he had before—that 
one of his props was gone.

His invention utilizes the many old 
wells, or rather the many wells, that give 
forth impure water in Atlanta. Of course it 
is applicahle to an impure well in Washing- 
ton territory just the same asin Atlanta. 

“You see,’’ said the judge, “I use a ten 
to fifteen-gallon tank, tightly sealed, so that 
no water canenter. This I flace in the bottom 
of my well, a supply-pipe from the city water- 
main attachedatthe top. At the bottom there 
is another pipe somewhat smaller. Now 
while the well waterin many instances is vile 
and untit for use, its temperature remains the 
same—cool and delightful. 

“The city water runs into this tank and the 
tank being submerged in the bottom of a cool 
well, it naturally soon becomes cool also. 
Throught the pipe at the bottom, the pure city 
water, then made deliciously cool, is dis- 
tributed through the house.’’ 

Judge Hillyer has had one of these tanks in 
use for over a year, and is de 
lighted with it. Several other At- 
lant people have put them in, 
among them Major John Fitten. Judge Hill- 
yer says he intends to allow any of his Atlanta 
friends to use his apparatus free of charge, re- 
gardless of his patent. 

The judge was asked how he came to turn 
his attention to such a thing. 

**T guess you know I have been pretty much 
interested in water for years,’’ he said. ‘‘Well, 
I had a fine well, the water cool and delicious 
to the taste. Fora long time it was all right, 
pure as crystal, but in time it become contam- 
inated by the steady growth of the city. The 
water never become repulsive to the taste, 
though I knew it was unfit for use. My fam- 
ily kept on using it—they couldn’t withstand 
the temptation of cool well water as against 
the warm though wholesome stuff that came 
through the water mains. 

‘*The tank idea popped into my head, and I 
applied it at once. It proved a great success, 
and since then we’ve had the finest water in 
the country at my house. It is cool enough 
without ice, and much more healthy. 

‘Just come round and try a drink.”’

An engineering corps under the direction of 
Engineer John L. Cowan, left Columbus yes- 
terday morning over the Columbus Southern 
for Cuthbert. 

Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, is a 
moving spirit in the work. . : 

The survey of a new line is to begin at Cuth- 
bert. It will be a continuation of the Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida survey made about 
a year ago by the Georgia Midland peo- 
ple. It began near Quincy, Florida, extend- 
ing via Cuthbert to a connection with the 
Georgia Midland. 

The surveying corps gofrom Cuthbert in the 
direction of Columbus, crossing the river at or 
near Jernigan. 

From there te survey goes on to Birming- 
ham. 

The Alabama, Georgia and Floridais already 
chartered in Georgia and in Florida, and a 
charter in Alabama will be secured at once. 

Mr. Jordan was asked concerning the termini 
of the projected road. 

‘*They will be,” said he, ‘fa point on the 
river at or near Jernigan for the eastern 
termini and the Alabama line in Franklin 
county, Alabama, in the direction of Corinth, 
Mississippi.’’ - 

‘Is this a part of any system ?”’

On to Montgomery. 

The work of grading between Lonvale and 
the Chattahoochee, on the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery, is being pushed rapidly. 

Messrs. King and Hannun have a force of 
160 men and as many mules engaged on the 
work, and these are making dirt fly at a rapid 
rate. Four of the fourteen miles between the 
two points have already been graded, and it is 
hoped to have the road-bed completed to the 
river by the last of June. 

From the Chattahoochee to Montgomery the 
work of construction will be comparatively 
easy, and it is fully expected that the entire 
line to that city will be completed and _ trains 
running through to Savannah over it about 
the latter part of December or January. 
Right-of-way and terminal facilities have 
already been secured at Montgomery, hence 
the work of completion will now be pushed 
forward rapidly.

The Fitzsimons case again. 

It appeared above water with the form ofa 
motion for a new trial in the federal court yes- 
terday.

He Captures Three of Them, But the Police

ORIGIN OF THE 8UIT. 

The origin of the suit is of rather a peculiar 
nature. 

Mr. Torbett has an elegant home, with 
beautiful yard and grounds, on North avenue, 
near the Technological school. 

It is in the “cow range,’ and the little ne- 
groes who are supposed to watch the cattle 
during the day turn them loose and allow them 
to graze at their own sweet will on the prem- 
ises of residents of that portion of the city. 

From time to time complaints have been 
made of the trespassing of cows, and some- 
time ago Mr. Torbett applied to Chief Con- 
nolly for assistance in abating the nuisance. 

Chief Connolly advised him to pen the cows 
and have them impounded. One morning, 
shortly after conferring with the chief of po-

He succeeded in penning up three of them 
in his house lot, and telephoned to police 
headquarters that he had the cows in charge.

now propose to band the brotherhood. Bua 

we have an object otherand somewhat higher 
even than this proper undertaking. We 
would he custodians of heroic deeds and tra- 
ditional memories. While we have been 
chiefly busied in making fresh history,we have 
already made large and goodly history. It is 
worth keeping and telling. Many an old tra- 
dition, wholly or largely historic, lingers round 
the ingle-nooks and stirs to golden deeds the 
sons and daughters of our race. Many a valua- 
ble genealogy lives in the firm gripping memo- 
ries of some grandfather or mother. But these 
living libraries are fast disappearing. We 
want to save their all precious treasures for 
ourselyes and the historian of our own and our 
ancestral lands.”’ 

In further explanation of the reason for per- 
petuation in this land of unifying people 
racial and ancestral remembrances the circular 
says:

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Phe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—The stock market today 
was again feverish and irregular, with the result 
of leaving the entire list irregularly changed from 
last evening's figures, while important changes 
are few. The absence of material support from 
London, because of Derby day, was one of the 
encouraging elements to bears, and although 
stocks give evidence of having reached a point 
where hammering has little effect, a few stocks 
were found to be particularly vulnerable, and a 
great deal was made of the opportunities thus 
offered. One of these was in Rock Island, 
in which there has been talk for some time of the 
splendid showing to be made by the annual re- 
port, but much comment of an unfavorable na- 
ture and considerable disappointment was shown 
because, after paying dividends of only four per 
cent, a surplus of less than $50,000 is shown. The 
point is made that as its rates are now lower than 
last year the road must be earning less than the 

‘amount required for dividends. The situatiou is 
made more significant from the fact that nearly 
all roads outside of the western fighting lines are 
showing handsome increases in both gross and 
net earnings, as indicated by the returns for May, 
in today, from the Iowa Central,Chicago and East 
Illinois, Wheeling and Lake Erie, St. Paul, Can- 
ada Pacific, Norfolk and Western and others. The 
largest increase isin Wheeling and Lake Erie, 
which is forty per cent higher than last year. 
The rave-cetling western roads are still a disturb- 
ing element in Wall street, and when~the stocks 
of those roads find their level intr6ase in activity 
and an advance in prices isto be expected. Signs 
that the bear party was actively at work were most 
mumerous today, and they bought stocks early in 
the day but soon turned sellers again, Rock Island 
being the most prominent object of attack. 
Trusts were feverish, but late in the day devel- 
oped a strong tone, and sugar at least made a 
fracticnal advance, the first in sometime. Among 
strong features Mexican Central was the most 
conspicuous, and it furnished the largest amount 
of business in the regular list during the fore- 
noon. Buying was by both London and Boston, 
and was based upon news that the company had 
accepted $12,000,000 from the Mexican government 
in settlement of a subsidy claim against the gov- 
ernment. Laclede Gas was also stromg on the an- 
mouncement that a continuance of the injunction 
against thecity of St. Louis had been granted, 
which preserves the revenues of the company at 
fis present height. Late in the day Tennessee 
Coal made one of its sharp upward movements, 
and Colorado Coal sympathized to a limited ex- 
tent. The bears gave up the fight in the last hour, 
and the market closed active and strong in the 
midst of a substantial rally. Final changes are 
in most cases in the direction of lower figures,
